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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The magazine Leg Show March 2005 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine has fetish themes related to women's feet and legs and the wearing of hosiery, shoes 
and lingerie. It is dominated by explicit photos of naked and partially naked women that are 
intended to titillate readers. The magazine has a fictional story describing a sexual relationship 
between a school boy and his teacher and advertisements in the classified section that present 
young teenage women as being providers of adult phone sex services. This content leads the 
magazine to tend to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 
The magazine also has an explicit image involving urination. In the context of other photos that 
are intended to be sexually arousing this image leads the magazine to tend to promote and support 
the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The classification of Leg Show March 2005 interferes with the freedom of expression set out in the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the 
freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the 
availability of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes and the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 
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
